[ "In July 1929 Diemar was
retained by the City of Los
Angeles to make estimates
and designs for an aqueduct
to carry water from the Colo-
rado River to Southern Cali-
fornia, a distance of 300 miles
across the desert and through
mountain ranges. )

rado River Aqueduct initally
were carried forward by the
| City of Los Angeles. After the
Metropolitan Water District
|of Southern California was
|organized, all this work was
[taken over by the District in
May 1930 and Diemer trans-
ferred from the.

When Diemer was assigned
to the Colorado River Aque-
duct project, he recalls it was
supposed to be for a period
of six months, In July of
1960, Diemer completed his
31st year with that water de-
livery system.
